ADENOTDS 


Adenoids are growths which 
are sponge-like in consistency, 
and which develop inthe pas- 
sage Which joins the nose and 
throat. They occur at all ages, 
from early infancy to adult life, 
but they are most ctommonly 
found in young children. 

The presence of adenoids is 
frequently responsible for what 
appears to be a chronic head- 
cold, with a considerable dis- 
charge from the nose. Lhe 
child who has adenoids will 
likely be bothered with a cough 
and snuffles during the cold 
weather. 

Pecnuse of the location of 
the adenoids, they may obstruct 
the Eustachian tubes which 
connect the middle ear with 
the throat. Adeaoids are the 
most common cause of ear-ache 
in young children. If the con- 
dition not treated, it fre- 
quently leads to disease of the 
ear and permanent loss of 
hearing.

Breathing through the nose 
is the right and way to breathe. 
If the adenoids ave large, the 
child will mouth- 
breather because their growth 
will block the nasal passage 
and prevent breathing through 
the nose. Certain serious re- 
sults follow. To begin with, 
the child has the uncomfortable 
feeling associated with a head- 
cold, ‘

In advanced cases, the child 
has acharacteristic appearance- 
the adenoid face. The open 
mouth, the small pincheé nos- 
trils and thickened upper lip‘all 
give a fish-like, stupid appear- 
ance. The voice may havea 
nasal twang ayd, in young chil- 
dren, bed-wetting may be a 
sympton, 

The spongy adenoid growth 
provides en excellent breeding 
for germs, This is helped by 
the mouth - breathing which 


brings unprepared air into the 
throat and tends to dry out the 
tissues and so lower their re- 
sistance, 

The child with adenoids may 
secm to be mentally dull, and 
this is not to be wondered at 
when it is remembered that his 
head feels stuffed up, his hear- 
ing is interfered with, he likely 
suffers from ear-ache, and he is 
quite possibly being poisoned 
by germs which are present in 
the adenoid growth, 

Any child who is a mouth- 
breather, or who suffers from 
repeated colds or ear - ache 
should be exumimed to see if 
adenoids are responsible, and 
ifso, to have them removed. 
The sooner they are removed, 
the better it is for the child, 

No child need suffer the 
handicap and danger of aden- 
vids. Their complete removal 
isa simple surgical procedure 
and is the uty suitable treat-. 
ment,

weight unfinished hogs to 
gaina few cents per pound 
at current prices. As he sees it 
the principal effect of such 
practiceshas been to demoralize 
the market and force prices 
much below what they other- 
wise might be. 

With Canadian hog prices 
drastically realigned both to 
suit domestic conditions and 
export market prices the 
common sense practice to use 
at the present time, ‘according 
to Mr, MacMillan, is to finish 
hogs up to the proper market 
weight, around 200 pounds. 
This he believes is the one 
effective way in which to 
develop a steady hog market 
to regularize marketings and 
at the same time to improve 
quality.

With goy- 
ernment assistance in railway 
freight rates partially setting 
off the pound»sterling deprecia- 
tion, princes. in England are 
still better than in Alherta, he 
said. About 22,000 head have 
been shipped out of Canada to 
the Old Country.
